REMARKS/ARGUMENTS 

Claims 1, 3-4, 6-7, and 41-50, as amended, and new claims 51-53 are pending in this 
application for the Examiner's review and consideration. Claims 2, 5, 8-40 are canceled. Claims 
6 was amended to depend from claim 1 and to have antecedent basis for the term "sample." New 
claim 51 is similar to claim 6 but depends from claim 4. New claim 52 depends from claim 1 
and is directed to a kit. New claim 53 depends from claim 4 and is directed to a kit. Now new 
matter is added by these claim amendments and new claims so that there entry at this time is 
warranted. 

INTERVIEW SUMMARY 

Applicants appreciate the courtesy extended to Applicants' attorney, Paul E. Dietze, in a 
telephonic interview on June 24, 2009. This Amendment is being submitted in response to the 
interview. 

The Examiner indicated that the claims were allowable and that withdrawn "method of 
detecting" claim 6 would be rejoined if amended to depend from claim 1 and to have antecedent 
basis for the term "sample " Accordingly, claim 6 was amended as described above. 

The Examiner also indicated that a "method of detecting" claim, similar to claim 6 but 
depending from claim 4 % would also be allowable. Accordingly, new claim 51 was added. 

The Examiner also indicated that a "kit" claim, similar to canceled claim 30 but 

depending from claim 1, would be allowable. Accordingly, new claim 52 was added. Claim 53 

was also added, which is similar to claim 52 but depends from claim 4 rather than claim 1 .
